No Majority Expected 

Mr. De Valera in his speech said 
it was a lie that the Irish people 
would by a majority accept the treaty. 
He added that, although the meeting 
jhad been advertised only three days, 
thousands of persons had assembled 
in support of the “Republic” proclaim- 
ed during “Easter week” and which 
was ratified at the Irish elections. The 
London agreement was not a treaty, 
but an instrument which in every line 
denied Irish sovereignty. It was sign- 


ed under duress and was no more 
binding than the infamous Act of 
|} Unton, 


Mr. De Valera said the articles of 
agreement bound the Irish people to 
exchange their “Republic” for a mon- 
archy, He asked if the people wanted 
as their monarch “King George of 
England,” to whieh there were re- 
plies, “No, no." The King would be 
embodied in the Irish constitution 
and be really the authority of Pre- 
mier Lloyd George and his cabinet, 
The foreign monarch's forces could 
hold the principal forts and have air 
facilities; and when Great Britain was 
at war, which was practically always, 
the British government could take 
over the harbors and Ireland would 
be made a belligerent, liable to at- 
tack by Great Britain's enemy. Ire- 
land, the speaker continued, was to 
jbe saddled with tribute to the British 
war pensions, and as yet undetermin- 
ed share in Great Britain's national 
debt.

As expected, Germany has form- 
ally told the reparations commis- 
sion that it is short of cash but 
long on goods, and would like the 
Allies to take the indemnity pay- 
ments in trade. Whatever they 
may do, it is pretty certain that 
that is one thing the Allies will 
not do. Manufactured goods of 
many kinds made in Germany are 
unusually dear in most countries, 
and a ‘‘flood’’ of cheaper articles 
would be welcomed by a large 
proportion of people everywhere. 
But also in all of the Allied coun- 
tries men commonly employed in 
manufacturing plants are idle and 
the importation of millions of dol- 
lars worth of German goods 
would keep them idle. Payment 
in goods is therefore as little like- 
ly to be allowed as it could be.

For once the capitalist is not to be 
pilloried for holding back an 
available supply of cheap manu- 
factured goods at the frontiers of 
Allied countries.

Income Taxes. 

In substitution for the service 
tax applied last year, the city 
council proposes to ask the Legis- 
lature for power to revive the in- 
come tax, with a graduated scale 
of rates proportioned to the 
amount assessed. Under the sche- 


dule a single person would be ex- | 


empt to the amount of $850 in- 
come, and a married person to the 
amount of $2,000, with $300 addi- 
tional exemption for each de- 
pendent child. Income tax may 
be set off against taxes levied 
upon a residence owned and oc- 
eupied by the payer or upon va- 
cant and unimproved property 
owned by him; and vice versa. 
‘axes paid on rented property are 
not off-set by the income tax 
paid by the owner. The exemp- 
tion limits appear to be reason- 
able, and the rate is not excessive 
when compared to the taxes levied 
on property. In fact the property 
owner will probably pay in most 
cases considerably more than a 
renter who pays only income 
taxes, To illustrate the working 
of the tax, a married man without 


children and having an income of | 


#5,000 per year would pay $45 in- 
come tax, less the amount payable 
on his home or upon vacant prop- 
erty owned by him. If a renter, 
he might or might not also pay— 
through the rent—the taxes on the 
house and lot eecupied by him. 
When the demand for houses is 
keen, and rents high enough to 
include the taxes, the income tax 
would seem to have the incidental 
effect of encouraging people to 
buy or build homes rather than 
rent. If and to what extent it 
helps in that direction it will do 
good, beside bringing needed 
ioney into the city treasury 

All this, of course, on the sup- 
position that the Legislature will 
allow the tax to be imposed. That 
can hardly be assumed in the cir- 
cumstances, There is a prououn- 
ced and growing demand all over 
Canada for cheaper government 
People are waking up to the fa:
